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Detailed Action 

1 . This Office Action is submitted in response to tine RCE and IDS filed 2-08- 
2012. Claims 14-20 are pending. The IDS has been considered (see attachment). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 14-20 are allowed 

Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. The prior art discloses nearly all the limitations of the claimed projection-type image 
display apparatus having first and second optical systems, where the second optical system 
has a concave reflector that forms a secondary image surface according to the intermediate 
image formed by the first optical system (See USPN 6,619,804 to Davis; and USPN 
6,233,024 to Hiller), but the prior art fails to disclose the use of a second optical system 
having a concave reflector that is unique to the second optical system and has an unused 
part removed when placed to the side of the secondary image surface. 

4. Claim 14 is allowed because the prior art fails to disclose a projection-type image 
display apparatus having first and second optical systems, where the second optical system 
has a concave reflector that forms a secondary image surface according to an intermediate 
image formed by the first optical system, where the concave reflector is unique to the second 
optical system and has an unused part removed when placed to the side of the secondary 
image surface. 

5. Claims 1 5-20 are allowed by virtue of their dependency upon allowed claim 1 4.
